2.1 Novelty: NO claims 1-9 

The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) POT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) POT. 

Document D1 discloses monocyclopentadienyl complexes and their use as catalyst 
component for the polymerization of olefins. 

2.2 Novelty: YES claims 1 0-1 3 

The compounds of claims 10-13 do not appear to have been disclosed in the prior art.

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3. Inventive Step: NO claims 1-13 

Given the lack of novelty for claims 1-9, no inventive step can be recognized for the 
subject matter of these claims. The compounds of claims 12,13 can be seen as 
intermediate products for the end products which form the subject matter of claims 1 -5. For 
such intermediate products, inventive step is judged in the light of the presence of an 
inventive step for the end products to which they lead. As these end products are 
considered to be not inventive, no inventive step can be acknowledged for the compounds 
of claims 12,13, and consequently neither for their preparation (claims 10,1 1). 
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
